TWENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Trustees of the Peabody Institute present to 
the Town their Twenty-Fifth Annual Report, with the 
usual accompanying documents. 

During the year past the affairs of its Institute have 
gone on in the same satisfactory and prosperous way 
that it has been the pleasure of the Trustees to report 
in previous years. 

The officers remain very nearly the same as in 1875, 
and, it is believed, have all faithfully performed their 
duties. 

The finances continue in the same very excellent con- 
dition as at the time of the last report. The funds then 
invested remain without change, and during the past 
year the sum of §1125 has been added to the general 
fund, and §1432 to the reserved fund, while §500 more 
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were appropriated to the use of the Library and Lyce- 
um than in 1875. 

A larger proportion of tire appropriation was applied, 
by the Committee, to the library and less for lectures, 
than previously. A course of eight lectures was given, 
of about the usual character. It is intended to make, 
before another lecture season, some changes in the hall 
that will secure to the audiences more ample means of 
speedy egress. It has been the custom to grant the use 
of the hall for dramatic and other entertainments. Great 
care has always been exercised in giving the permis- 
sion, but, as the practice endangered the insurance, it 
has been decided, very reluctantly, that the custom 
must be discontinued. The want of a reading room in 
connection with the library has been greatly felt and 
oilen spoken of; and the matter is again brought for- 
wud by the Chairman of the Library and Lyceum Com- 
mittee, as will be seen in his report. Such a room is a 
great need and will, as soon as possible, be provided 
At present, however, there is no room available for the 
purpose m the Institute. For the rapidly increasing 
umber of books new shelf room is required the coming 

ear, and the officers report that a new catalogue will 
' er J soon be necessary. 

The increasing usefulness of the library, as well as

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Report of the Library and Lyceum Committee. 


To thk Trustees of the Peabody Institute : 

The Report of Lyceum and Library Committee for the year 
ending in February, 1877, is now laid before you, with the 
details of the doings of the year contained in the reports of 
the different members into which our body is by the rules di- 
vided. 

This new instalment of our history includes but few things 
calling for special comment on my part, or that are calculated 
in any marked degree to arrest your attention. Much that is 
said must be but a repetition, in varying phrase perchance, 
vet embracing the same subject matters that have formed the 
staple of our reports year after year. 

Nearly a generation is already spanned since the first Com- 
mittee report was penned, and soon a generation will come 
upon the stage that will depend upon the written record for its 
knowledge of the early history of the Institute, and will know 
the kindlv expression that beamed forth from the countenance 
of our benefactor only so far as they have been preserved by 
the skill of the artist and his success in portraying them. 

In the meanwhile the value of our Institution has only just 
begun to be appreciated in all its length and breadth. Its im- 
mense capacity for usefulness in all that goes to make up the 
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material and moral welfare of the citizen, both in his individ- 
ual capacity, and in his relations to the community in which 
his lot has fallen, have only just begun to be felt in all their 
significance. Blessings upon the name of Geoiige Peabody, 
the large-hearted friend and promoter of education and mo- 
rality. 

The increased means placed at our disposal have enabled us 
to make large and solid additions to the Peabody Library, and 
the additions to the Sutton Library, both from the fund and 
from Mrs. Sutton’s gifts, have been especially important. 

Your attention is invited to the necessity for more shelf 
room in the Peabody Library room during the coming year, 
as reported by the Chairman of the Committee on that Li- 
brary.

Report of Peabody Library Committee . 


The Sub-Committee on the Peabody Library submit the 
following report for the year ending Feb. let, 1877. 

The Library lias received a larger patronage than in any 
preceding year, and it is believed that the percentage of the 
increase has been greater than in any other corresponding 
period since its establishment. 

While the number of new cards issued has been about 2c0, 
the number of books borrowed has increased nearly 4000. — 
This may, perhaps, be accounted for by the enforced idleness 
of many of our citizens during these hard times. That they 
avail themselves during such periods of the privileges the 
Library offers, and spend at least a portion in reading such 
books as they can obtain here, is the best testimony to its use- 
fulness. 

The large sum which we have been enabled to spend for 
new books is shown in the crowded condition of many of our 
shelves. 1163 volumes have been purchased during the year, 
including bound periodicals and the Patent Office Report. Of 
these 108 were replacements of worn-out volumes, or dupli- 
cates. Subtracting these from the whole number, and adding 
the volumes which have been presented by individuals and 
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other institutions, and we have a net increase in the Library 
of 1103 volumes. 

Beside keeping well up with the literature of the day, we 
have been able to secure sets of standard works, which were 
much needed. Among them may be mentioned the novels 
of Hawthorne and Disraeli, a complete set of the CornliiU 
Magazine, Todhunters’ Mathematics, in twelve volumes, and 
the series of elementary scientific works published by Putnam 
& Co. 

The card and other catalogues have been continued during 
the year. In place of the written catalogues, which require a 
great deal of time in their preparation and are soon worn out, 
it is proposed to have a number of blank books made of strong 
paper, containing, perhaps, fifty pages. Into them the print- 
ed slips of each month’s additions can be pasted and arranged 
under the appropriate headings of Fiction, Science, etc., into 
which the Library is already divided. This will enable one to 
ascertain at once the latest books in each department. It is 
thought that they can be very cheaply made, and that with a 
sufficient number of them, the use of the Library will be great- 
ly facilitated. The printing of a supplement to the general 
catalogue is a work which will have to be considered before 
many months. The number of new titles already approaches 
4000. These, when printed upon the same plan as in the 
large catalogue, will make a volume of about one hundred 
pages. 

It will be necessary during the coming summer to increase 
the shelf room of the Library. This can be done after the 
plan already adopted, and which has been found to work so 
well. 

The desirability of having a reading room connected with 
the Library, that its usefulness may be most fully developed, 
has been urged many times in these reports. The opinion so 
often expressed by your committee is sustained by the best au- 
thority and by the experience of other Libraries. 

Mr. Wm. F. Poole, Librarian of the Chicago Public Li- 
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brary , a gentleman of the largest experience in this direction, 
in a recent report upon their management, says : “A reading 
room, where the current periodicals can be kept, is a necessary 
adjunct to a public library/’ Our Library has now been es- 
tablished and in operation nearly twenty-five years, and is one 
ot the oldest, largest and most useful institutions of the kind 
in the country, but in this particular it is far behind many of 
a more recent date and smaller means. We are aware of the 
difficulties that present themselves from the construction of the 
building, but we believe that if there is once a determination 
to establish this “ necessary adjunct,” these difficulties can be 
overcome.

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We endeavored to secure lecturers of recognized culture and 
ability; and for the most part trust we were successful. It 
may be questioned whether it is wise or expedient to select 
other than purely literary and scientific subjects for our lec- 
tures. Too large a part of other lectures are only sensational 
and utterly pithless. 

It was thought that a variety of subjects would best meet 
the taste of promiscuous audiences, and we allowed this con- 
sideration, in some measure, to guide us.

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Librarian’s Report. 


To the Lyceum and Library Committee : 

I herewith submit the annual report on the condition of the 
Peabody Library for the year ending February 1st, 1877. 

The number of volumes added to the Library during the 
year is 1,163. This includes 30 volumes of bound periodicals, 
and 15 volumes of the new issue of Patent Office reports, be- 
sides 100 volumes of replacements and 8 volumes of duplicates 
of works previously reported ; making the number of volumes 
of current and standard literature actually added to the Libra- 
ry 1,010. 

48 volumes have been presented to the Library, as follows : 
From J. E. T. Bartlett, 19 volumes; from Hon. Chas. P. 
Thompson, 7 volumes ; Smithsonian Institution, 6 volumes ; 
Secretary of the Maine Board of Agriculture, 3 volumes ; 
Hon. J. F. Hartranft, 2 volumes; Dr. Samuel A. Green, 2 
volumes ; U. S. Navy Department, 2 volumes ; City of Bos- 
ton, Librarian of Congress, Mercantile Library Association of 
New York, Commissioner of Education, British Commission 
of the Centennial Exhibition, 1 volume each; anonymous, 2 
volumes. 

3 copies of the catalogue have been sold, and 2 copies pre- 
sented to other institutions during the year. 

Lists of the additions to the Library continue to be publish- 
ed in the Peabody Press , and are posted on the bulletin board 
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as they are received. The manuscript catalogues have beerr 
brought up to July 1st, 1876, but the labor of making copies 
is so great that it is not practicable to put them in very general 
use. A number of copies are kept at the desk, and supplied 
to persons desirous of using them. This plan prevents much 
careless and destructive handling of the catalogues, which was 
found to result from their general use on the large table. 

The circulation of books during the year was 30,523 vol- 
umes ; an increase over the previous year of about 1*1 per 
cent. Of these books 75 per cent, consisted of fiction, 5 per 
cent, travel and description of countries, etc., 4 per cent, his- 
tory, 4 per cent, biography, 2 per cent, scientific works and 
books of reference, 2 per cent, books on law and on mental, 
moral and social science, 3 per cent, poetry, 2 per cent, maga- 
zines, and 3 per cent, miscellaneous, including works in for- 
eign languages, collections of miscellaneous works, etc. 

There are now 3,478 names of borrowers on the index 
book ; of these 315 have been added during the year, 282 be- 
ing new applicants for cards, and 33 former holders of cards 
who had not for some time made use of their privilege. The 
amount of lines collected is 72. C J0. 

201) volumes have been worn out or mutilated ; 100 vol- 
umes have been replaced, and 402 volumes rebound. Nearly 
all the replacements are of books worn out in previous years. 

The need of more shelf-room is felt, particularly in the de- 
partments of Art, Science, and Works of Reference. A new 
case on the westerly side of the Library Room, similar to 
those last added, would relieve the pressure of books, and will 
soon become a necessity.

The Sub-Committee in charge of the Eben Sutton Reference 
Library submit their annual report. 

One hundred and twenty-three (123) volumes have been 
purchased during the year, and thirty-nine volumes of the Il- 
lustrated London News have been presented by Mrs. Eliza 
Sutton. 

The number of volumes now in the library is twelve hun- 
dred and sixty-six (1266.) 

The Committee find it no easy task to make a proper selec- 
tion of books for this library, as the appropriation now yearly 
made for the Peabody Library enables their Committee to pur- 
chase many books which otherwise would be placed on the 
shelves of this library. 

As most of this class of books can be taken home from that 
library upon certain conditions, it becomes almost imperative 
upon those who are members of both the Sutton and Peabody 
Library Committees in their selection of the library to which 
they shall assign their purchases, to give the preference to the 
one whose rules allow most freedom in the use of the selected 
books. 

The Sutton Committee are therefore obliged to confine their 
purchases to those books which will not be likely to be bought 
by the parent library, keeping in view the object for which this 
library was founded, and the funds at their disposal. 

A list of book 8 added to this library is appended to this re- 
port ; very few of which are duplicates of those in the other 
library, and those only which seemed to be absolutely neces- 
sary for the convenience of those consulting the library. 
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It will be seen that a mistake in the number of books was 
inadvertently made in last year’s report; 962 should have 
been 1105. . 

The duties of the Librarian and Janitor have, as m miner 
years, been discharged with the accustomed fidelity and 

promptitude.
